ABRONAUT AFIRE IN THE SKY 


His Clothing Ignites as He Is 
Shot from His Balloon. 


i. 


FIGHTS FOR LIFE IN FALLING 


Spectators Think His Antics Are All 
Part of Show, 


New York, July 15.—[Special.]—Several 
thousand persons saw Gene Raymond, an 
aéronaut, make a balloon ascension from 
Hiliside park, near Passaic, N. J., late on 
Sunday afternoon. Hanging horizontally 
from the balloon by two ropes as it left the 
ground was a galvanized iron cannon four- 
teen feet long and about three feet in dlam- 
eter at the mouth. 

Raymond was lying flat on his back in 
this cannon, with just the tips of his shoes 
showing at the opening. Between his ankles, 
and right in the mouth of the cannon, was 
a mortar bomb of the kind used in fourth of 
July celebrations to *send up a big shower 
of sparks at night. The thousands watched 
the balloon until it was up about 5,000 feet. 

Then the gun boomed in the park. That 
was to let the aeronaut know it was time for 
him to “fire” himself from the cannon. A 
tiny cloud of black smoke burst from the 
cannon's mouth, and a few seconds later 
Raymond, clinging to the cross bar of his 
parachute, shot through the smoke cloud 
feet first. Of course only the mortar bomb 
had been fired, but ft looked as it the aero- 
naut had been hurled from the long iron 
cylinder by a charge of powder. 

The big crowd applauded, ang,when the 
parachute opened and Raymond began to do 
„stunts on the crossbar they cheered. 


Amazed at His Antics. 
They marveled at his Garing when he hung 
from the bar by one arm. They could not 


imagine how any human being would take 


the chances Raymond was taking when he 
kicked about so recklessly and slapped his 
legs. Even the managers of the show 
couldn't understand hie actions. 

„A good show, but mighty ticklish,” was 
the sentiment on the lips of most of the 
spectators when the parachute and performer 
disappeared from view. 

Gene Raymond, lying in the Passaic gen- 
eral hospital today packed in cotton batting 
and oil, told the real story of his descent. 

“When I heard the signal gun,” said he, 
„1 took my cigar out of my mouth and 
touched the lighted end to the fuse, This 
fuse entered the cannon through a hole just 
above my head. It ran along the bottom of 
the cannon to the smoke pot (the mortar 
bomb] at the mouth. I took another draw or 
o on my cigar and at the same time got my 
knife ready to cut the rope running from the 
mouth of the gun to the balloon. That rope 


‘was fastened about half way up inside the 


cannon and right near my hand. 

When things work all réght I fire the bomb 
and cut the rope; then the mouth of the can- 
non drops and spills me with my parachute 
out into the air. Yesterday, after I Ut the 
fase, she went sputtering along all r 
then the whole inside of the cannon seemed 
to have blown up. 


Covered with Burning Powder. 
“The burning bits of powder fell all over 
me. My eyes seemed to be blown full of It. 


I opened them, but could see nothing. The 


fumes were suffocating. I had on a full 
length pair of tights and cloth shoes, and 
around my body was an American flag. My 
tights were afire in several places. 

„Ot course, I realized the bomb had ex- 
ploded and thrown most of the charge up into 
the cannon. My first thought was to remain 
where I was and trust to the balloon falling 
quickly, but the pain and the smoke were 
too awful. Iknew that I would be smothered 
to death, if not cooked to death, before the 
balloon reached the ground. I grasped the 
bar of the parachute, uttered a little prayer, 
and slashed the rope with my knife. 

„The cannon dropped and I shot out. For 
the first 250 feet it was impossible for me to 


‘tell whether my big umbrella was going to 


open whether I only had started on a 
death plunge of 5,000 feet, The fire in my 
tights started to eat its way more rapidly. 


Figures on His CHance for Life. 

„At first there was a horrible doubt about 
the parachute. It might be broken by the 
explosion. Then came the thought that even 
if the parachute did open it meant a slow trip 
to the earth, and probably death by inches 
from fire. A small rope ran from my belt to 
a ring in the parachute framework, so I was 
safe from falling, even if I did loose my hold 
or become unconscious, provided, of course, 
the rope itself didn’t burn. 

can't describe the feeling of relief that 
came to me when I felt the speed slackened 
and realized that the big umbrella was open- 
ing. The fire in my tights was confined chief- 
ly to the lower limbs. Hanging to the crose- 
bar with one hand, I tried to beat it out in 
vain. Then I tried to kick what was left of 
my shoes off. I could feel the soles were still 
there, hanging by some shreds. I managed 
to get them off and then tried to rub some 
powder out of my eyes. Up to this time I 
hadn't been able to see a thing. I could tell 
from the movement to the chite, though, 
that she was going along safely. 


When Water Looks Good to a Man. 

„When, finally, I managed to dig a little 
of the grime out of my eyes I saw below me 
the river. Say, you talk about a soul being 
on the grid and wanting a drink! That water 
looked better to me than anything I ever had 
seen in my life. 

„When I got about a hundred feet from 
the ground the fire had worked its way up 
along my arms to my head. The flag was 
blazing some, and the heat about my face 
was almost unbearable. I was about twenty- 
five feet from the ground, when I unsnapped 
the clasp from my belt and dropped. I 
landed in a field just outside Huttley. I still 
had strength and sense enough to fight the 
flames. I tore off the blazing flag and what 
was left of my tights and rolled in the grass. 

Raymond's hair was all burned off and his 
face terribly scorched. He will recover.

Small of the Commercial Telegra- 
phers’ union in San Francisco will; it ia be- 
Heved by local officials of the union, contain 
orders for a strike of the operators in Chi- 
cago. 

Small held a secret conference in San 
Francisco yesterday with Labor Commig- 
sioner Neill. The two were closeted for 
hours and neither would discuss, after the 
meeting, the nature of their deHberations. 
It is said to be certain that Mr. Neill’s efforts 
to effect amicable adjustment of the trou- 
bles in the coast city were frustrated by the 
refusal of the companies to make any con- 
cessions in their attitude. The commisslon- 
er, it is thought, endeavored yesterday to in- 
duce Small to call off the strike but that the 
operators’ president refused to do this. 


Small to Give Out Statement. 

Small will issue today a statement to the 
telegraphers and according to local men 
leave this morning for Chicago. 

This in well informed circles, is taken to 
mean that peace never was further away in 
the present dispute and that Chicago is to 
become the center of hostilities against both 
the Western Union and the Postal compan- 
jes. Whether the telegraphers in Chicago 
will quit work or not is known only to Presi- 
dent Small, although members of the key 
men's union here are anxious to join their 
brothers on the coast in walking out. 


“Emergency” Order ed. 

In anticipation of a spread of the strike, 
every one of the 185 loéal unions of telegra- 
phers in the United States yesterday received 
instructions from Genera! Secretary Russell 
to “at once appoint picket and finance com- 
mittees and We ready to obey an order on 
short notice.“

e. in case of trouble, or to 
confine our next move to a single large city.” 


Old Fight Is Recalled. 

While waiting for word from San Fran- 
cisco the telegraphers here recall the fact 
that next Friday will be the anniversary of 
the great telegraphers’ strike in 1883, when 
the message, Grant is dead,“ was flashed 
over the wires and 9,000 operators deserted 
their keys simultaneously. 

This, taken in connection with the reported 
intention ot President Small to come {6 Chi- 
cago, is believed by some to mean that the 
anniversary of the fight of twenty-four years 
ago will be celebrated by the inauguration of 
another big war by the telegraphers, 


Organizing Messengers. 

An attempt has been begun by committees 
from the local union to organize the 600 mes- 
senger boys. Many of them have an ac- 
quaintance with the Morse code, and are able 
to operate instruments slowly. The plan of 
the telegraphers is to band the messengers 
together into an auxiliary union to preclude 
the poseibility of their becoming strike 
breakers. 

At the Western Union offices the prepara- 
tions of the union seemed to be regarded in 
the nature of a bluff.“ General Superin- 
tendent T. P. Cook said he thought a good 
deal of talk was being indulged in. 

We are proceeding with our business as if 
there was no flurry at all,” he said. As a 
matter of fact, we are in touch with many 
operators upon whom we could depend to fill 
the places of strikers, but any statement 
that we are engaging them, or making ar- 
rangements to do 0, is false. 

A similar statement was made by Postal 
officials.

BURGLARS TORTURE COACHMAN 
WHO REFUSES TO GIVE KEYS. 


Thieves Slit Tongue and Slash Feet of 
Buffalo Employe Protecting Gehm 
Home—May Die—Suspect Captured. 


Buffalo, N. T., July 18.—Becauee he would 
not give two burglare the keys of his employ- 
ere house, Frank Smith, 45 years old, a 
coachman for John Gehm, a wholesale meat 
dealer, was horribly tortured Sunday morn- 
ing and left for dead by his assailants. 

Smith slept in a room above the barn at the 
rear of Gehm’s house. He was awakened 
shortly after midnight by two masked men, 
who demanded the keys of the house.

Later in Morning the Noise Disturbs

The conversation between a donkey and a 
parrot, carried on in an unseemly key at the 
unseemly hour of 4 4. m has aroused the 
neighborhood of that part of Buéna Park 
including Sheridan road and Kenmore ave- 


nus to a state of polite rtot. Moreover, the 


congregation of the church of St. Mary's of 
the Lake, of which the Rev. Father J. J. 
Dennison is pastor, has been led to smile at 
unhaliowed interruptions to the sermon on 
mornings when the parrot and the donkey 
have been in unusually good voice. 

So persistent and brazen has been the 
nolsemaking of the descendant of Balaam's 
beast and the bird from a land of “ nesting 
parakeets ’’ that somebody, who presumably 
does not appreciate the confidences of the 
jungle folk, has invoked the ald of Mayor 
Busse, Corporation Counsel Brundage, and 
Chief of Police Shippy that they may be 
““abated”’ by virtue of the ordinance re- 
lating to nuisances. 


Donkey, One Out of 500. 

The donkey, which rejoices in the name of 
Bunny, lives in a barn at the rear of the 
residence of F. J. Kelley, 1377 Sheridan road. 
It is mouse colored and has a black strip of 
hair over its hackbone and a black stripe on 
each side. Literally, as a donkey, it is one 
out of 300,” for Mr. Kelley picked the animal 
from a herd of that number in California 
three months ago. 

To the north of Mr. Kelley’s premises are 
the church and the parish house. Just north 
of the church is the flat building at 1391 
Sheridan road, where Mrs. Paul Kost keeps 
the parrot. The parrot is a loquacious bird, 
and Mrs. Kost wouldn't part with Polly for 
worlds. 

When it is warm Polly’s cage is placed on 
the back porch, from which Polly can see 
across the vacant ground back of the church 
and into Mr. Kelley's back yard, where 
Bunny spends surplus time. It was from 
these points of vantage that they first became 
acquainted. 


Makes the Dawn Hideous. 

Bunny began by a serenade at the time 
when Aurora stuck the tips of her “ rosy 
fingers’ out of the lake and grabbed at the 
bars of Polly’s cage. The serenade, accord- 
ing to the person who wrote the anonymous 
letter to the powers in the city hall, was 
like unto nothing theretofore heard in Buena 
Park and waked all the babies in the nearby 
flats, the babies joining in the chorus. The 
complainant said that he preferred his own 
alarm clock, 

The writer of the letter forebore to tell 
what the parrot said, but one of the priests 
of the church was induced to give details. 

We don't want to get mixed up in this 
affair,” he said, “but it cannot be denied 
that that donkey begins the day early. He's 
little but de loud. To 10. the guile- 
less beast when he is under that apple tree 
you never would suspect that he is the pos- 
sessor of a compound voice that combines 
the sound of à horse’s neigh with the shriek 
of a steamengine. Onceina while he makes 
those noises during the sermon and some of 
the facetious people in the congregation 
have been led to say that the donkey is cry- 
ing: ‘ Let us bray.’ 

The parrot cries Laura; O, Laura,’ and 
“All right, all right.’ It also has a good 
voice, While there has been talk of getting 
up @ petition about the early morning con- 
certs, the complaint has not been made by 
any of the clergymen of this church.“ 


Thinks Donkey an Ornament. 

Further investigation showed that the don- 
key and the parrot are well known to the 
residents of the neighborhood. They have 
many critics anda few defenders. One 
woman who lives nearby pronounced the don- 
key an Ornament to the neighborhood.” 

Mr. Kelley said that he will be glad to adopt 
any suggestions for restraining the donkey 
that do not provide for killing it or sending 
it away. He may put a muffler, such as is 
used on automobiles, on the beast. As for 
the parrot, the reporter heard it Hoarsely 
croaking Annie“ when the door was opened 
by Mrs. Kost's sister. c 

“I hope the neighbors will do something 
to silence that parrot,“ admitted the sister 
frankly. I believe, however, that my sis- 
ter would rather move than send that bird 
away.

It calls me ‘ Aunt Joe,’ 
and shrieks for ae the maid. It's a 
nuisance.” 


WOMAN FOUND DEAD IN FLAT; 
NEIGHBORS SUSPECT MURDER. 


Condition of the Body Indicates That 
Hilda Olson Expired Four or Five 


Days Ago. 


Hilda Olson, 23 years old, who rented a flat 
on the first, floor of the building at 1435 Addi- 
son street three weeks ago, was found dead 
in her bedroom at 11 o'clock last night. Cir- 
cumstances connected with the cage led 
neighbors to believe that the woman had 
been murdered, but the police think it suicide.

The woman’s purse, containing a small 
amount of money, was found in the room. 
She had bought the furniture in the flat, but 
had made only a part payment on it. No 
letters were found in the room except one 
evidently from the woman's sister, written 
in Swedish. This cast no light upon any 
motive for suicide or any crime.

Distribution. 


The board of review yesterday began pub-

Ease for Burglar Districts. 

The real heavy kickers from the districts 
to which burglars are partial did not appear 
to any great extent, because most of the 
printed lists showing valuations had not 
been mailed by the board of assessors. 

From what Secretary Roy O. West said, it 
is likely that numerous prominent citizens 
who recently have benefited by the distri- 
bution of big.estates will find themselves 
taxed according to what they have received. 
The board of review has had two men work- 
ing on the records of the Probate court, in fur- 
therance of a plan to penalize old estates 
even though they may have been distributed. 

An estimate of a total valuation of $10,000, - 
000 for the old estates, estimated to number 
1,100, was made at the board rooms. Some 
of the estates are new, and have been en- 
tered to probate only within the last year, 
but the majority of the number are old, and 
are suspected of being offenders. 

The estimated addition to the tax receipts 
is about $125,000, or enough to pay the sal- 
aries of the mayor and aldermen. 

Officials of the International Harvester com- 
pany are to be summoned within a few days to 
show cause why the corporation should not 
pay heavily increased taxes.

Field Estate Unsettled. 

The $350,000 personalty in the Marshal! 
Field Jr. estate is off the books this year on 
the ground that the estate has not been set- 
tled. 

The personalty of the Peter Fahrney estate 
raised last year by the reviewers from $500,- 
000 to $1,950,000, has been left this year by 
the assessors at the higher figure. 

The personal property in the Charles T. 
Yerkes estate, increased by the reviewers 
last year from $2,000.000 to $2,250,000, has 
been decreased to $1,500,00 this year by the 
board of assessors. 

The personalty in the estate of Benjamin F. 
Ferguson, bequeathed to the Art institute to 
found a perpetual fund for the purchase of 
statuary and fountains to adorn the city’s 
parks and boulevards, has been raised from 
$278,000 in 1906 to $330,389 for 1907. 

The personalty in the Charles B. Farwell 
estate, last year reduced by the reviewers 
from $150,000 to $95,500, this year has been re- 
duced by the assessors to $75,000.

“SPIRIT” IS AT BEDSIDE. 


Parent, Just Before. Expiring, Said 
Son Was Standing Near. 


New York, July 15.—[Special.J~—The Rev. 
Henry Rollings, who is now taking a special 
course as a medical missionary in the New 
York Homeopathic Medical college, has had 


an experience which may result in the post- 


ponement of his actual labors after gradua- 
tion until he can be induced by several psych- 
ical societies in the larger cities to describe 
the remarkable mental condition into which 
he fell when he saw, as in a vision, his father 
at the point of death when hie father was 
8,000 miles away. The death bed scene was 
corroborated two weeks later in every detail 
in a letter from England. 

Dr. Rollings received his theological edu- 
cation in England and was ordained in the 
established church. He came to America 
with Bishop Sullivan, colonial bishop of the 
Church of England. He had no supersti- 
tions and did not believe in hallucinations 
except those that came from impaired diges- 


tiom 
Tells of vane Vision. 

Dr. Rollings said toda 

“My father was Geattres Rollings of Bed- 
fordshire, England, and between us the tie 
of consanguinity was strong. After a par- 
ticularly arduous day I threw myself on my 
bed, exhausted, and fell into a slumber from 
which I was awakened by a vivid picture. I 
sat up and saw my father as distinctly as I 


ever saw him in my life, and heard him call 


out: ‘My boy, my boy, I am dying.’ 

“The picture that was presented to me 
was that my father was lying on a bed ina 
room I did not recognize. I could tell by the 
general furnishings that it was English. I 
saw my father sink back on the pillows and 
knew that he was dead. 

Then my second self, or whatever you 
see fit to call it, seemed to resolve itself back 
into my material body, and I cried out that 
my father was dead. I was told that I was 
suffering from nervous prostration and 
should return to bed. I obeyed and slept for 
about eight hours. 

Letter Proves Vision Was True. 

„Two yeeks later a letter from England 
told me of the death. of my father a, the exact 
hour when I had seen him, and added that 
just before he died he had seen me at his 
bedside. 

„The letter told me that the family had

WAR IS DECLARED BETWEEN 
RULERS OF TOWN OF HARVEY. 


Judge Rules Against E. N. Flewelling 
in Contested Election Case—Latter 
Retorts with Charges Against Bates. 

ee Sa 


The village of Harvey is in a quandary re- 
garding its mayor and chief of police. It is 
wondering today whether the village has 
any government at all beyond a few alder- 
men. The trouble is of a legal nature, but 
there were evidences at the special council 
meeting held last night that it might come 
to a fighting point. 

The trouble, which is of several months’ 
etanding, was accentuated during the morn- 
ing, when Judge Dupuy gave a decision in 
the , contested election case of E. N. Fie 
welling, who holds the office of mayor, and 
W. EB. Kerr, who lost the election by two 
votes. Judge Dupuy ruled in favor of Mr. 
Kerr. Flewelling at once appealed, and at 
the council meeting in the evening preferred 
charges against Chief of Police J. A. Bates 
on the grounds that Bates did not enforce 
the ordinances. 

This precipitated more trouble. Bates was 
appointed chief a month ago hy Acting Mayor 

Frank Stevenson, who was appoinied by the 
aldermen during the absence of Mr. Fle- 
welling in Mexico: Flewelling has tried to 
get rid of him ever since, but the aldermen 
stood behind Bates. 

When the charges were filed Ald. Drogula, 
who was on Bates’ side of the controversy, 
wanted to know what they were about. The 
mayor seid he. could not prove them, but he 
wanted to show the council's hand. Ald. 
Powers, who sided with the mayor, said that 
Ald. Drogula and his colleagues were in the 
wrong. 

We are right, though we are in the mi- 
nority,“ he said. This thing will come 
to blows before we get through.“ 

The mayor followed up his charges by ap- 
pointing John A. Stout as chief of police, but 
the council voted to place this on the table. 

The mayor threatened to make trouble, and 
the council adjourned in a chaotic state of 
mind until next Monday night, when further 
developments are expected.

Expert O'Neill May Lose Job. 

Mayor Busse started to investigate the 
Northwestern railway’s appropriation of a4 
thirteen foot strip in West Ravenswood park, 
and the indications are that the result will 
be serious for one or more city officials.

To novel readers, 
however, he was particularly interesting, as 
figuring in Dr. Samuel Warren's well known 
romance entitled Ten Thousand a Year.” 
His father, the Rt. Hon. Spencer Walpole, 
who was secretary of state for the home 
department at the time of the reform riots 
in London in 1866, is portrayed under the 
pseudonym of Mr. Aubrey,“ and is the 
hero of the book, in which Sir Spencer Wal- 
pole himself played the role of “ Charles,“ 
that is, Mr. Aubreys son. Sir Spencer 
was a grandson and namesake of that prime | 
minister, Spencer Perceval, who was as- 
sassinated by Bellingham in the lobby of 
the house of commons in 1812. He was de- 
scended frony the first Lord Walpole, the 
famous statesman, who died as the earl of 
Orford, the present head of the family be- 
ing the fifth earl of Orford, married to Miss 
Louise Corbin, daughter of D. C. Corbin 
of New York. Sir Spencer's younger brother 
is Sir Horace Walpole, for many years under 
secretary of state for India, and he leaves 
no son, but only a married daughter. There 
are few families who have played a greater 
role in the history of Englahd during the 
last three centuries than that of Walpole, 
and the amount of money which they have 
received from the national treasury in the 
shape of salary, allowances, sinecure offices, 
and special grants mounts up to millions 
of pounds sterling.

The Hon. Winifred Norton, whose mar- 
riage to William Tennant has just taken 
place in London, is half an American, being 
one of the twin daughters of Lord-Grantiey 
by his first marriage to Catherine McVicker, 
daughter of Commodore W. H. McVicker 
of the New York Yacht club, The marriage 
of Lord Grantley was in the nature of a 
romance, for the American Lady Grantley 
had been previously married to his uncle 
‘Maj. Charles Brinsley Norton. Aunt an 
nephew fell in love with one another and 
eloped. A divorce ensued, with Lord Grant- 
ley as co-respondent, The decree was granted 
in due course against Mrs. Norton, and as 
soon as it was made absolute Lord Grantley 
married his uncle’s former wife, and had 
by her a number of children, among them 
twin daughters, one of whom, Winifred, has 


just married, while the other, Eleanor, made 


her début about two years ago in London 
as an extrémely successful playwright. There 
is also a son, now about 15 years of age, 
and, failing him, the next in the line of suc- 
cession to the Grantley peerage is the pres- 
ent lord’s uncle, whose wife died as Lady 
Grantley. Since her demise Lord Grantley 
has married again, this time to an illegit- 
imate daughter of the last Lord Ranelagh. 
Lord Grantley is descended from Richard 
Norton, who was sheriff of Yorkshire in 
the reigne of Henry VIII. and Edward VI., 
and the Grantley peerage was created in 


favor of Fletcher Norton, who was for many* 


years speaker of the house of commons in 
the reign of George III.

Count Okuma the Discredited but 


Noisy Leader of 9 Party.

Washington, D. C., July 15.—{Bpecial.jJ— | 


War between Japan and the United States 
has never been any nearer than it was bo- 


tore Japan astonished the world by open- . 
ing fire on Russia. At no time, from that 


day to this, has the American government 
wavered in its friendliziess for the govern- 
ment of the mikado. 

The jingoes in America and the jingoes in 
Japan have talked war, but their efforts 
have been futile. The government at To- 
kio, with rare good sense, has relied upon 
the administration of President Roosevel 
and the reliance has not been misplac 
in the slightest particular. The rights of 
the Japanese to fair treatment in the streets 
of San Francisco were first championed 
by President Roosevelt in a message to con- 


gress, and, on the other hand, the Tokio 


government consented in advance to the 
present law, which practically excludes Jap- 
anese coolies from the United States. The 
relations between the two governments have 
never been disturbed in the slightest degree. 


Japan Told of Fleet. 

These facts are worth knowing. Tt may 
‘surprise some people, but it should not, to. 
learn thet the intended movement of a 
large section of the Atlantic fleet to the 
American shores of the Pacific was com- 
municated to the Japanese long before it 
was made public here. No objection has 
ever been made by Japan, and none could be 
made. The opposition party in Japan has 
seized, upon the movement of the ships as a 
means of exciting popular-hostility to the 
existing ministry. Here in America un- 
thinking newspapers, and some not ordinari- 
ly yellow,“ have fallen into the trap laid 
for them by a professional Japanese agitator, 
who knows that war between the United 
States and Japan is an impossibility, but 
who has been permitted by liberal American 
laws to stir up trouble in a way which would 
have resulted in his arrest and deportation 
in any other country. 

Admiral Tamamoto's visit to Gen. Fred D. 
Grant at:Governor’s island was no accident. 
The Japanese admiral and the son of the 
greatest American general were intention- 
ally photographed clasping hands. The fer- 
ryboat carried both Japanese and American 
flags; Gen. Grant went down in person to 
the ferry dock to receive the Japanese ad- 
miral, and the luncheon which followed the 
inspection was peculiar for the cordiality of 
the friendship of all those who were present. 


Not Signs of War. 

These are not signs of war. 
trary, they are the result of instructions sent 
from Oyster Bay that not only Admira! 
Yamamoto but every Japanese official, naval 
or diplomatic, should be treated by the repre- 
sentatives of the United States with the ut- 
most courtesy. 

It has been realised that the jingoes here 
and abroad, some of them poltically inter- 
ested, some of them only fooiish, have begun 
to do harm. It ts time the people knew there 
was an opposition party in Japan, which is 
bent on stirring up mischief for the adminis- 
tration. of the emperor’s ministers. At the 


game time there are elements here which 


would be glad to see President Roosevelt em- 
broiled with a foreign power. In each coun- 


try these elements are alike in that they are 
} unpatriotic, because they are quite willing 


to sacrifice national interests to secure per- 
sonal political ends. . 


45 Not for Japan to Object: \ 


It can be said on authority that there has 
been no time when Japan has assumed to 
question the absolute. right of the Unſted 
States to concentrate its own ships on its 
own Pacific coast. We miaht denude the 
Atlantic of all warships and mass them in 
the Mediterranean, as a naval officer ex- 
plained to me, without exciting the slightest 
comment of a diplomatic nature. There might 
be some surprise, but as for any international 
emotion, it would be impossible. The right of 
any country to dispose of fits warships as it 
sees fit is indisputable. The presence of the 
German ships in Manila bay after Admiral 
Dewey had made himself master of the situ- 
ation there was not offensive. A tactless Ger- 
man commander came near to making 
trouble, but it was the man, not the fleet, 
which was at fault. 

The movements of a warship dre directed 
by its home government, not by the con- 
venience or fears of others. Most people do 
not stop to consider that à vessel of war is 
not intended to police its home territory. Its 
duty is almost always abroad. 


Japan May Do the Same. 

The dispatch of the batticships to the Pa- 
cific coast is a domestic affair pure and sim- 
ple. The Japanese government is not inter- 
ested in this movement except in a decultory 
sort of way. If a Japanese nev al officer, 
properly accredited, should like to go with a 
fleet around Cape Horn, which is unlikely, 
I He would be made welcome. . Should a Japa- 
nese fleet choose to drop down to Hongkong 
it would be received by honest English sa- 
lutes. Should it progress to the Philippines 
and anchor in Manila bay it would be re- 
ceived in the same way. It a heavy Japanese 
fleet should anchor inside of the Golden Gate 
it would be a harbinger of peace, not a herald 
of war. If there were today the slightest 
indications of war between the United States 
and Japan the armor factories ef Bethlehem 
and the navy yards at Brooklyn, Norfolk, 
and Mare island would be emoking with work 
and alive with men.

Telephone Company Deeides to Issue 


94,000,000 New Stock, 


Att urne@ annual meetings of stock- 
holders of the Chicago Edison and Common- 
wealth Blectric companles yesterday official 
announcement was made of the plan by which 
the two corporations ere to be consolidated, 
A new company, to be known as the Common- 
Wealth Edison, is to be formed with a capital 
of $30,000,000 to take over both concerns 

Prior to the consajidation the capital of 
the Edison company is to be increased to $15,- 
000,000. The new stock of the Edison—10.2 
per cent of $18,612,115, the present outstand- 
ing amount—ie offered at par to stockholders 
ot record Aug. 31. The stock of the Com- 
monwealth ie now. $15,000,000, having, been 
increased from $10,000,000 some time ago. 

The plan provides that of the $30,000,000 
capital of the new Commonwealth Edison 
company $15,000,000 shall be issued in ex- 
change for Chicago Edison stock and§9,000,- 
000 shall be issued to Edison holders in ex- 
ehange for their Commonwealth Electric in- 
terest. The balance of $6,000,000 is to be held 
in the treasury to be issued by the directors 
at such times as they may decide. 


Dividends at 5 Per Cent. 


Under this arrangement the consolidation 
will give to Chicago Bdison stockholders 
$160 of par value of the stock of the new 
company for every $100 par value they have 
in the Edison. It is proposed thet dividends 
shall be paid at the rate of 5 per cent a year 
on the stock of the new company, so that the 
income from the investment in Edison stock 
will be the same after the consolidation as 
it is now, the present rate of dividends on 
Edison shares being 8 per cent. 3 , 

Regarding the issue of stock of the new 
company in exchange for Commonwealth 
and the payment of dividends, the resolution 
of the Edison directors recommending the 
plan gays: 

„Resolved, further, as this board its at 
present advised, that the existing mortgage 
of the Commonwealth Electric company 


should be adopted and used, as it may be, 


to cover future bond issues of the consoli- 
dated company; that the outstanding mort- 
gage bonds of the Chicago Edison company 
should be redeemed and canceled, as they 
may be. after 1910; that until auch redemp- 
tion the shares of stock of the consolidated 
company to which the stockholders of the 
Chicago Edison company will be entitled 
upon consolidation should be represented 
by dividend drawing trustee’s certificates of 
the Merchants’ Loan and Trust company, 
trustee under the mortgage of the Chicago 
Edison company, instead of by the usual 
stock certificates; that the first quarterly 
dividend of the consolidated company, on the 
basis of present plans and the present out- 
look, should be payable Nov. 1, 1907, and be 
1% per cent.“ 

The plan as outlined might have been car- 
ried with the stock and proxies held by the 
management at the adjourned meeting yes- 
terday, but in view of the importance of the 
matter it was decided not to put it to a vote 
without giving all the stockholders ample 
time to consider it. For that reason the 
meetings of the two companies were further 
adjourned to Sept. 16, when the vote will be 
taken. There is practically no doubt that 
the proposition will carry. With the cir- 
cular announcing the plan were sent proxy 
blanks running to Robert T. Lincoln, Samuel 
Insull, and W. G. Beale. 

The new stock of the Edison company, 
which is offered at par to stockholders of 
record Aug. 81, must be subscribed for, with 
the first payment of 5 per cent, by the close 
of business Sept. 10. The stock is payable 
in five installments, as follows: Five per 
cent on Sept. 10, 20 per cent on Nov. 1, and 
25 per cent each on Feb. 1, May 1, and Aug. 1, 
1908. 

No announcement on the consolidation 
proposition was sent out to Commonwealth 
Electric people, all of that stock being held 
in the interest of Chicago Edison stock- 
holders. This stock is pledged in whole or 
in part by its holders.as security for the pay- 
ment of the $6,000,000 gold bonds of the 
Edison company. 


More Telephone Stock. 


The board of directors of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company voted yesterday to issue 
$4.000.000 of new stock, making a total of 
$18,000,000 outstanding out of $20,000,000 
authorized. Stockholders. of record yester- 
day are entitled to subscribe at par for the 
new stock in the ratio of one new share for 
each three and one-half of the old.
